MEMORANDUM IN SUPPORT OF PARTIES' 
CONSENT MOTION FOR A 60 DAY STAY 



Defendants filed a Motion to Dismiss Plaintiffs' complaint on January 15, 2007. 
Plaintiffs and Defendants requested a 60 day stay in order to analyze whether impending 
US-Libya government-to-government talks on the subject of the LaBelle Discotheque 
bombing might benefit the disposition of the case. The Court granted this request on 
January 25, 2007, which extended the due date for Plaintiffs' reply to March 26, 2007. 

In order to provide time for the governments to conduct such talks. Plaintiffs and 
Defendants jointly request another stay in the case, which would extend Plaintiffs' time to 
file an opposition to Defendants' Motion to Dismiss until May 26, 2007. The stay will 
allow the court to conserve judicial resources that would otherwise be potentially 
squandered in the adjudication of a motion to dismiss in this case. 

Therefore, in the interests of judicial economy, the parties jointly request a 60 day 



stay.
